"Monday afternoon was reported 20 hours 
late. The Northern Pacific coast train 
was reported almost six hours late. 


Trains on the Minnesota and 
Iowa 


lines of tho Milwaukee road were five 
hours late and on the Hastings and Da 
kota division two hours behind time. All 
the Chicago trains were late except the 
pioneer limited which arrived ort time. 
The Northwestern limited was close to 
its time. Other trains were from 25 min- 
utM to an hour behind time. The local 
train service was much interrupted. On 
the prairies high winds, and drifting snow- 
are reported, and more trouble is expect- 
ed to develop.

Chinese authorities at Fengtai, near here 
four days ago. The Russians assert that 
the ammunition was intended only for 
the legation guard.

The bales of 


wool containing the cartridges seized at 
Fengtai were consigned to a European 
resident of Pekin, who is now at Tien 
Tsin taking part in the investigation 
into the affair.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—In an 


outspoken article in reply to a recent

It would bo absurd to 
hide the defects that can etill be repair- 
ed in the ships which remain at Cron- 
stadt and Libau. We have already crim- 
inally wasted enough time." 


The Russ enumerates the defects in 


(he ships still in Russian waters, avcring 
that the "peculiarities of structure of 
several of the vessels destined for the 
far cast make the voyage dangerous and 
the torpedo boats are in such a shocking 
condition that it is a matter of surprise 
that the authorities accepted their de- 
livery. Torpedo boats intended to rein- 
force Vice Admiral Rojestvcnsky must 
clcarlv not be dispatched with the num- 
erous'dcfecta which have been proved to 
exist in them." 


In conclusion the Russ says: "Even if 


Admiral Kojefitvcnsky is a clever leader 
and his 12,000 comrades are heroic sailors 
every one knows that we have imposed 
on them an almost superhuman' task in 
consequence- of our not being furnished 
with a true account of the gravity of the 
events which have occurred since the fa- 
tal night of-February 8."

The 
plaintiffs ask to recover the face value 
of thirty $1,000 bonds of the Kenosha 
Street Railway company, which the pres- 
ent company took over with the alleg- 
ed intention of rendering the

worthless. In addition to the above the 
.plaintiffs in tho suit ask for an. account-, 
ing and that a receiver be appointed to 
protect their rights. Since the Kenosha 
Electric Railvray company hns taken pos- 
session of tho rights of the Kenosha 
Street Railway company, it is alleged, 
that no separate accounts have been kept 
and the interest on the bonds of tho old 
company have not been paid. 


START OF THEIR TROUBLES. 


" Tho troubles of the company date back 
to the time of the granting of the first 
franchise received from the city council 
Of Kenosha. This franchise wns grant- 
ed to Hnyjios and Clnusscn, in January, 
1000. It was then sold to a company to 
be organized by Arnold for 
a certain 


sum. This company was later organized 
and cnpitali7od at $2.1,000 and proceeded 
to huild the line. B. J. Arnold became its 
president, and the line was constructed. 
The following year the company executed 
$150,000 worth of bonds and to secure 
the payment of principal and interest a 
trust deed, conveying all of the property 
of the company was given to the North- 
ern Trust company of Chicago. Fifteen 
of these bonds were delivered to Hnyncs 
and Clausen and the latter sold five to 
Einstein. When the coupons attached to 
the bonds became due they were pre- 
sented at the office of the Northern Trust 
company and payment was refused. 


In the meantime, it is alleged, Arnold 


had organized another company known 
as the°Kenosha Electric Railway com- 
pany, became the owner of all the shares 
.of the company, had himself elected pres- 
ident and his brother secretary and treas- 
urer

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—In an opin- 


ion rendered today by Frank L. Camp- 
bell, assistant attorney general for the 
interior department, it is held that the 
aws of the United States are not appli- 
cable to the Panama, canal zone. Tho 
canal zone is described in the opinion as 
not being an organized territory of tho 
United States, and the assistant attorney 
general holds that there is no provision 
in the treaty with Panama or the laws 
or regulations making the laws of the 
United States generally applicable. 


The question at issue was whether or 


not the patent or. trado mark law ex- 
tended to the canal zone. This, it is 
held, is not the case, the opinion taking 
in the whole subject of the application 
of the laws of the United States gener- 
ally to the canal zone.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—President 


Roosevelt embraced the opportunity to- 
day-to take- up with the members-of tha 
cabinet many questions of detail-in do- 
pastmental administration, the semi- 
weekly meeting of the cabinet being lon- 
ger than usual. At the conclusion • of 
the-meeting the members of the cabinet 
said, in response to inquiries that littlo 
business of serious importance was con- 
sidered. 


Afte^ aher members of the cabinet 


had left the executive offices, Attorney; 
General Moody discussed with the presi- 
dent some of the phases of the railroad 
freight rate question. Both the presi- 
dent and the attorney general have de- 
voted much titna to that problem. Tho 
latter is giving particular attention to 
the legal Bide of the question so that ho 
may be prepared to advise with the presi- 
dent on the subject and with such mem- 
bers of congress as may wish to consult 
him. 


It is understood not to be the inten- 


tion of the president and attorney gen- 
eral to prepare and press the considera- 
tion in congress of an "administration 
measure" 
dealing with the railroad 


freight question. 
Such a bill, it 
is 


thought (to quote a member of the cabi- 
net) "would be destined to defiiat." Both 
the president and the aatorney general, 
it is said, are proceeding on the assump- 
tion that the committees of congress 
are amply able to .prepare thair own 
measures, although the president, _in con- 
versation with senators and representa- 
tives has presented clearly his own ideas. 
The attorney general, too, has discussed 
the subject with members of congress.

PALAJANAS ON THE WARPATH

A CURRENCY MEASURE. 


The currency measure of Congressman 


Hill has been discussed on the floor of 
the house, but there is no prospect of 
anything definite being done nt this ses- 
sio'n. Tlii-s particular financial bill is not 
exciting particularly, for it has no refer- 
ence to bank note asset issues, to retir- 
ing the esteemed greenbacks or giving 
the gold guarantee of the silver dollar. 
.This bill has the approval of the, treas- 
ury department and therefore hns a de- 
gree of importance attached that will 
bring it more proiuinoiitly before the 
members. 


It proposes the custom receipts in ad- 


dition to revenue receipts be deposited 
in the national banks, the repeal of the 
present requirement limiting the retire- 
ment of circulation of national banks to 
$3,000,000 per month, and authorizes the 
secretary of the treasury to coin up the 
silver dollars in the treasury now num- 
bering about/ $475,000.000, into subsid- 
iary silver coins. The issue of gold cer- 
tificates in $10,00 denominations is to be 
permitted, national banks are to be al 
lowed to have as many notes of the 
$5.00 denomination as they want, instead 
of being confined to one-third of their 
note issue 'as now, arid silver certificates 
are permitted to be withdrawn and other 
United States notes being substituted 
therefor by the secretary' of the treas- 
ury as ho deems desirable. 


It may be said as this is the short ses- 


sion there is nothing in the above bill 
that can in any way be regarded as of 
any particular moment, that could justi- 
fy congress taking up this, as against 
that of the far greater importance of do 
ing away with all freight discriminations 
and rebates in the various forms as now 
employed, this meaning conferring addi 
tional powers upon the interstate com 
nicrco commission. Then there i* tariff 
revision too, that may be admitted is 
not altogether without importance.

port that the Russian general Koudra- 
tenko and another general officer whose 
name is not known, have been killed and 
Hint General Fock ia among the wound- 
ed. 


A dispatch from the Japanese army be- 


fore Port Arthur timed' midnight says: 
"On December 22 the' Russian defense 
works on tho heights oast of Houyang- 
slmkou, Sungshu mountain, 
Rihlung 


mountain and the ''H" forts were bom- 
barded by the Japanese with heavy guns 
which inflicted considerable damage. As 
a result of the bombardment a detach- 
ment of the Japanese right wing at dawn 


Doc. 23 attacked the 
enemy on 
the 


heights east of HoiiyangBhukou'and cap- 
tured {he rid^e and heights at 7:40 in 
the morning." 


Afterwards the enemy 
concentrated 


his fire from several /orts fit Taiyangkou 
and Yahutsui upon our newly occupied 
position following this with a determin- 
ed counter attack during which hard 
granules were thrown, but our force fin- 
ally repulsed the enemy. Later as the 
enemy's bombardment abated we con- 
structed some defensive works BO that 
our occupation became more assured."

The 
cruisers Miynko. Sniyrm and Yoshino; 
Hrttsnsc. battleship; Kaimon, gunboat, 
'and ITaiyen, coast defense vessel were 
sunk nnd ninny gallant and loynl officers 
and men were killed, but we succeeded in 
maintaining tho blockade. When the 
enemy emerged from the harbor our fleet 
successfully engaged him and finally with 
the valuable support of the besieging ar- 
my succeeded in crushing nearly all tho 
enemy's squadron. Our second squadron 
ao heavily damaged 
the Vladivostok 


squndron that it has since been unable 
to leave port.

SIOUX CITY la., Dec. 24,—Sioux City 


awoke the day before Christmas with 
two of its best business blocks in ashes, 
causing a loss which raay reach two and 
a half millions, throwing hundreds out of 
employment and costing one life. 


The fire originated at 8:10 o'clock last 


night in the basement of the Palletier 
Dry Goods company, at 
Fourth and 


Jackson streets, one of the main corners 
of the city. The blaze started in a bow- 
er set apart for Santa Claus. The walls 
were covered with colored cotton bat- 
ting and tinsel.' An electric wire com- 
municated a spark to this cotton and in 


moment the bower was in flnmes. 
The flre quickly was sucked up into 


the upper stories of the building despite 
nil efforts to check it. Soon the entire 
fire department of the city wns on hand 
lo fight the flames. 


The Palletier dry goods store occupied 


three of the seven floors.of the Massa- 
chusetts block. It soon became evident 
that the building was doomed and the 
fiennen confined their efforts to prevent- 
ing the spread of the.flames. 


A strong wind was-blowing from the 


west and the fire spread rapidly, finally 
destroying the two blocks in the center 
of the city between Jackson street on 
the east, Pierce street on the west, 
Fourth on the north nnd Third street on 
the BOiitli. Within this territory the 
onlv buildings saved were the North- 
western National bank on Fourth 'nnd 
Pierce streets and the Tribune building 
on Pierce near Third. Three hotels were 
burned—the West, Leader »nd Pullman. 


JUMPED TO ins DEATH. 


All the guests escaped in safety, how- 


ever. The man who was killed jumped 
from the fourth sfory window in the 
Massachusetts building, where the fire 
originated. He struck n wire and miss- 
ed the net which wns being held by the 
firemen. Nobody has been able to identi- 
fy him. There was no other serious cas- 
ualty. Omaha, Council Bluffs and other 
nearby cities wore 'n«ked for aid. They 
sent fire apparatus, but the fire was un- 
der control when they arrived. 


AT LAST UNDER CONTROL. 


It was not until 3 o'clock this morning 


that the flames were safely under con- 
trol. The Western Union Telegraph com- 
panv, whose entire plant was destroyed, 
established a temporary office " at 
the 


Chicago & Northwestern depot, where it 
began handling its business at midnight. 


Most of the property destroyed w-ns 


reasonably well insured and the rebuild- 
ing of the burned buildings will begin in 
most instances as soon as the fire losses 
are adjusted.

TypcTof Fortress Against Which Japan Is Contends 
T 


HERE is nothing so well calcu- 


lated to convey an accurate 
understanding of the almost 
Insuperable difficulties which 


have met the Japanese advance In Man- 
churia as a" somewhat detailed study oC 
one of the formidable redoubts which 
the Russians have constructed as the 
outer defenses of all the fortified points 
at which they have made a stand. 
These earthworks are beyond ques- 


tion the most efficient ever built under 
similar conditions, and they are very 
numerous. At one point which was 
eventually dominated by the Japanese 
no less than eleven of those monstrous 
death traps stood between the eager 
assailants and their prey. They arc so 
nearly alike, differing only in size and 
minor arrangements, that a description 
of one will suffice for all. 


They are constructed on the level 


plain and are Irregularly ovoid in shape. 
They are almost invariably surrounded 
by fields of grain, the inner boundary 
of which !s marked by a single line of 
barbed wire stretched ju:it above the 
ground. Immediately within this rath- 
er harmless looking and partially con- 
cealed wlro are four contiguous rows of 
pits, each of which Is a cruel and In- 
geniously contrived death trap. The 
pits are In th« form of an Invened 
truncated cone and are about four foot 
across thrt to? and two at the bottom. 
They arc sevon t'cec In depth, and the 
bottom of euch Is provided with an up- 
turned stee: sfrlkc. of an especially mur- 
derous pr.ttern. These yawning sepul- 
chary. have swallowuu many an advance 
troop of Infantry, (lushed with the day's 
successes and at eventide gallantly 
nuking " final charge across tho graln- 
tlo'iu, there to be precipitated by the 
iiidden wire into the very arms of death.

FIGHT OVER NAVAL BILL 


Toe of War Ovor Proerara for-Now War- 


ships Promised to bn Spirited. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 27.—There 


is a lineup of such loaders in the senate 
as Allison and Hale,' chairman of the 
naval committee, with Speaker Cannon 
and a number of western men to call a 
halt upon the naval axpenditureB. This 
is the keynote of the economy movement 
in thn present session, nnd it is causing 
friction in certain quarters. Even west- 
ern men are not unanimous in favoring 
the curtailment of naval expenditures. 
They jnrirt that the people of the west 
have more pride in the- navy than in any 
other branch of the government, and that 
one day at Manila or Santiago goes far- 
ther to nationalize the country than 100 
victories on land. 


This is the sentiment, to say nothing 


of the admitted support which President 
Kooscvelt jjivcs to the navy, that the 
economy movement roust confront. It 
will be a royal battle with' fighting legis- 
lators and influential cabinet officers on 
both sides.
